This forum is 
to be held at 1350 Waller Street, the All Saints Episcopal 
Church, San Francisco, California. Source was unable to state 
whether or not KEATING appeared as a speaker at this meeting.

The '*Advance-Star and Green Sheet,** a Burlingaae, 
California, publication, issue of Decmaber 12, 1965, contains 
an article captioned **Keating Says Hie*s * Running.**' This 
article indicated that Edward X. Keating, 40, of Atherton, 
California, editor and publisher of "Ramparts" magazine, 
announced that week that he would be a candidate for the 
Congressional District seat representing all of San Xateo 
County in the next year*s election. 


The Burlingame "Advance-Star and Green Sheet" 
issue of Xarch 23, 1966, pag^e 2A, reported that Edward X. 
Keating of Atherton the previous day paid a filing fee of 
$300 as a candidate for representative in Congress to San 
Xateo County Clerk John A. Bruning. This article identified 
Keating as editor-publisher of "Ramparts" magazine. 

"Ramparts" magazine has recently changed location 
and has moved from Kenlo Dark, California, to its current 
address of 301 Broadway, San Francisco, California. 


The "San Xateo Times," a San Xateo, California, 
daily publication, issue of Xarch 30, 1965, contains an 
article captioned "X.P. Journal Sues Wallace." This article 
reveals that "Ramparts" magazine of Xenlo Park announced 
that date that they would institute a $2,500,000 libel action 
against Governor George C. Wallace of Alabama. The article 
Indicates Wallace termed "Ramparts" a "pro-Communist

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VIETN/^M DAY COMMITTEE (VDC) 


A booklet published by the VDC contained the 
following policy stateiTient cf the VDC adopted 
by the general membership, June, 1965: 

The Vietnam Day Committee is a group of students, 
faculty and other members of the Bay area 
community oDposed to American intervention in 
Vietnam, the Dominican Kepublic and wherever 
else it may occur. Revolutionary struggles 
for self-determination are sweeping the world 
today. American suppression of these move¬ 
ments, we believe, is immoral and a threat to 
the peace of the world. The Vietnam pay 
Committee is organizing non-violent direct 
actions, teach-ins, door-to-door organizing 
and other educational activities to oppose 
American intervention. We believe that the 
struggle for self-determination in other 
countries is related to the struggle for 
democracy in America--a democrac^j” in which the 
people have the facts and the power to make 
decisions for themselves.

A second source advised on October 4, 1965, that 
Edward Keating of '^Ramparts” magazine had been invited by 
the VDC to participate in a teach-in to be held October 15, 
1965. It was pointed out that Keating had previously 
contributed to the Hay 21-22, 1965, teach-in at Berkeley, 
California, sponsored by the VDC. 

The "People’s World" (PW), issue of November 13, 
1965, page 3, columns 1-4, contains an article captioned, 
"The Press and Problems of Society." This article identifies 
Edward Keating of "Ramparts" magazine as one of four speakers 
at a forum held by the Bay Area Friends of the PW on Friday, 
November 5, 1965, at the Sun-Reporter Building, San Francisco, 
California. 

The PW is a west coast communist newspaper 
published at San Francisco, California.

Mr. KeaUng, who has not been the subject of 
an investigation by the i? BI, is the iiditor in Chief of ’’Ramparts'* 
magazine 9 which is published at Menlo Park, California. Ihis 
magazine has been self-described as ’the Catholic journal of 
independent opinion" but has no official ties with the CathoUc 
Church. 


Mr. Keating came to the attention of the FBI in 
October, 1964, in connection with statements he made in a special 
edition of "iiamparts" captioned "Mississippi Eyewitness" indicating 
he was willing to turn over to the Justice Department information 
he had obtained concerning the murder of three civil rights workers 
in Mississippi. Upon being contacted by Special Agents of the FBI, 
he advised that he had never been in Mississippi, that he had not 
personally obtained any evidence concerning this crime and that 
he knew absolutely nothing about any sources who might have been 
eyewitnesses as described in his article. Mr. Keating has been 
an outspoken critic of the i? BI, frequently making baseless 
charges or allegations concerning the work of this Bureau. 

In July, 1965, information was received from a 
reliable source that Mr. Keating was interested in traveling to 
Cuba for the purpose of gathering information on religious 
life in Cuba. It was also> pointed out that he hoped to have an 
interview with Prime Minister Fidel Castro. Vve have received 
no subsequent information indicating that Mr. Keating did actually 
travel to Cuba.

Distorted accounts are furnished cf 
Newton’s encounters and arrests by police authorities. The author, 
an attorney who helped defend Newton, admits that his fairness 
may be legitimately questioned, Newton Is pictured as being 
honorable, religious, devoted to the welfare of his people, and 
one who has been continually harassed by police, although it was 
acknowledged Newton’s past recoird would show his violence and 
practice of lying, Newton was indicted for imirder, assault with 
a deadly weapon, and the kidnaping of a civilian in making his 
escape from the scene of the killing of Oakleuid, California, Police 
Officer John Frey during the early morning of 10/28/67, On 7/15/68 
Newton’s trial commenced and he was subsequently found guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter. The author claims Newton was prosecuted 
for political reasons and that it was fortunate the California

On Page 67 it was reported, Fruit less efforts were 
made to get the FBI and the Justice Department to investigate the 
killing of Hutton,*' This refers to Bobby Jcuszes Hutton, a 3PP 
member, who was killed by Oakland, California, police officers 
during a 90-minute gun battle 4/6/68 in which black extremist 
Eldrldge Cleaver and several other BFP members were involved. 
Information presented to the Alameda County, California, Grand 
Jury indicated that an armed grcHip of BPP members went looking 
for *'some shooting" with police during the evening of 4/6/68 in 
West Oakland, California, This information presented to the 
Grand Jury resulted in eight BFP taembers being Indicted and police 
authorities were exonerate in the killing of Bobby James Hutton, 

The BPP had charged that Hutton was shot down as he fled from a 
house clad only In shorts, Xlae evidence showed he was fully clothed. 

The FBI conducted a preliminary investigation during 
1968 at the specific request of the Department of Justice relative 
to alleged civil rights violations arising from a shoot-out 
between BPP members and Oakland police on 4/6/68 which resulted 
in the death of Button. BPP members alleged harassment and 
mistreatn^nt by Oakland police in that officers illegally end 
unlawfully killed Hutton, Neighborhood witnesses said Hatton 
was called on several times by police to surrender. Police 
stated Hutton refused to raise hands as ordered and i»sshot as 
he attempted to flee. Results of this Investigation were 
appropriately disseminated to the Civil Rights Division of tiie 
Department, Ihis allegation by Keating is false and is another 
example of his unfounded attacks upon the FBI* 
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
